You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said 
Londonderry on Tuesday, the twelfth day of March next, at 
ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following 
subjects : 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year and make appro- 
priations of the same. 


3. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of 
$3,299.27 to make up the deficit caused by expenses of winter 
roads. 


4. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of 
$943.84, the State to give the sum of $3,775.36, making 
$4,719.20 in all, to be expended on the town roads in a sim- 
ilar manner to the Emergency Relief funds 1933 and 1934. 


5-A. To see what sum the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate for the construction of the Goffs Falls road, pro- 
vided the State shall appropriate a suitable sum for the same 
purpose, it being understood that if said appropriation 1s 
made by the State, and the town accepts said SPECIAL 
AID, that the town shall not be entitled to State Aid for 
Class IT roads. 
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B. To see if the Town will accept state aid for construc- 
tion of the Class II road known as the Litchfield Road, and 
raise and appropriate or set aside the sum of $1,762.00 for 
said purpose. OR, will accept state aid for the construction 
of Class V roads, and raise and appropriate or set aside for 
said purpose the sum of $943.84. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the provisions 
of the Municipal Budget act. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Selectmen 
to issue long term notes or bonds for the sum of three thou- 
sand dollars for the construction of the Goff Falls Road pro- 
vided legislation now pending in relation to said road is 
passed. 


8. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Select- 
men to pay the Manchester Water Works $245.00 a year for 
hydrants located at Goffs Falls. 


9. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to 
borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


10. ‘To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to 
dispose of all real estate acquired by the town through Tax 
Collector’s deeds. 


11. To see if the Town will discontinue, subject to gates 


‘and bars, that part of the Break-Neck Hill road from the 


dwelling of Wiliam White to the Hudson line. 


12. To see if the Town will vote to accept the sum of 
$100.00, in trust, the income to be expended for the perpetual 
care of the George P. Harvell lot, No. 219, in Glenwood 
Cemetery. 


13. To see if the Town will vote to accept the sum of 
$150.00 in trust, the income to be expended for the perpetual 
care of the George E. Anderson lot, No. 152 in Glenwood 
cemetery. 
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14. To see if the Town will vote to accept the sum of 
$100.00 in trust, the income to be expended for the perpetual 
care of the John Woodburn lot in Valley Cemetery. 


15. ‘To see if the Town will vote to accept the sum of 
$100.00 in trust, the income to be expended for the perpetual 
care of the Hattie F. Healey lot, No. 242, in Pleasant View 
Cemetery. 


16. ‘To act on any other business that may legally come 
before this meeting and appropriate money for the same.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 





To the Londonderry Board: 


The present year, July 1, 1934 to June 30, 1935, has been 
one during which several of the school buildings have been 
repaired and painted. It is the policy of, the School Board to 
continue these improvements and to install improved heating 
facilities until all school houses are in excellent condition. 
These improvements tend, of course, to increase the amount 
of total payments and yet in spite of this, the total expendi- 
tures of the three years ending June 30, 1934, 1935 and 1936 
will average only $15,500.00 as against approximately 
$18,000.00 for the three preceding years, a reduction of a lit- 
tle less than $2,500.00 annually. Taking everything into con- 
sideration with the present number of schools and pupils 
$15,500.00 is a normal expenditure. 


As a partial offset to this annual cost Londonderry has an 
income from State Aid and other sources averaging about 
$2,500.00. This means in the long run an average tax levy of 
from $13,000.00 to $14,000.00. 


The budget in this year’s report calls for $13,283.35, an 
amount which, barring unusual circumstances, will fully pro- 
vide for the coming year. ; 


Last year I made the following statement, “It is not 
enough that pupils be given certificates entitling them to 
enter high school, they must be able and willing to success- 
fully accomplish high school work.” 

A good beginning has been made this current year toward 
raising the standard of accomplishment and still further ad-
